My Dear Sir—I hav e just receiv ed 
and read y our letter of the 20th. The 
purport of it is that we lost the late 
elections and the administration 
is 
failing because the war is unsuccess­ 
ful, and that I must not flatter my self 
that I am not justly to blame for it. 
I certainly know that if the war fails, 
the administration fails, and that 
I 
will be blamed for it, whether I de­ 
serv e it or not. And I ought to 
be 
blamed if I could do better. You think 
I could do better; therefore y ou blame 
me already . I think I could not do 
better; therefore I blame 
y ou 
for 
blaming me. I understand y ou now to 
be willing to accept the help of men 
not Republicans, prov ided they hav e 
“ heart in it.” Agreed. I want no oth­ 
ers. 
But who is to be the judge of 
hearts, or of “ heart in it?” If I must 
discard my own judgment and take 
y ours, I must also take that of others; 
and by the time I should reject all I 
should be adv ised to reject I should 
hav e none left. Republicans or others 
—not ev en y ourself. 
For be assured, 
my dear sir. there are men who hav e 
“ heart in it” that think y ou are per­ 
forming y our part poorly as y ou think 
I am performing mine. 
I certainly 
hav e been dissatisfied with the slow­ 
ness of Buell and McClellan; but be­ 
fore I reliev ed them I had great fears 
I should not find successors to them 
who would be better; and I am sorry 
to add that I hav e seen little since to 
reliev e those fears. 
I do not clearly see the prospect of 
any mere rapid mov ements. I fear we 
shall at least find out that the diffi­ 
culty is in our case rather than in par­ 
ticular generals. I wish to disparage 
no one—certainly not those who sy m­ 
pathize with me; but I must say I need 
success more than I need sy mpathy , 
and that I hav e not seen the so much

trary . It does seem to be that in the 
field the two classes hav e been v ery | 
much alike in what they hav e done 
and what they hav e failed to do.

My Dear Sir—I have just received 
and read your letter of the 20th. The

ful, and that I must not flatter myself 
that I am not justly to blame for it 
I certainly know that if the war fails 
the adm inistration fails, and that 
will be blamed for it, whether I de­ 
serve it or not. 
And I ought to

You think 
I could do better; therefore you blame 
me already. I think I could not do 
better; therefore I blame 
you 
for 
blaming me. I understand you now to 
be willing to accept the help of men 
not Republicans, provided they have 
“heart in it.” Agreed. I want no oth 
ers. 
But who is to be the judge 
of 
hearts, or of “heart in it?” If I must 
discard my own judgment and take 
yours, I must also take that of others;

The first session of the thirty-first 
annual convention of the Cincinnati 
branch of the Woman’s Foreign Mis­ 
sionary society will be held this even­ 
ing in the First M. E. church.

New York, Oct. 9.—Five of the Am­ 
erican missionaries who were in China 
during the Boxer outbreak returned 
to this city on the steamship City of 
Rome. 
They escaped to the Russian 
frontier and made their homeward 
journey via Europe. 
They are Rev. 
J. H. Roberts, Rev. Mr. and Mrs. W. 
P. Sprague, Rev. and Mrs. Mary Will­ 
iams aud Mrs. Dr. Virginia C.Murdock, 
all members of the American mission­ 
ary alliance. 
Speaking of their expe­ 
riences the Rev. Mr. Roberts said: 
“I wTas at Peking wheu the first 
outbreak occurred. 
I hurried to KgJL- 
gan, where the other missionaries and 
a number of foreigners were stationed. 
We soon learned that the Boxers were 
moving on that locality and we de­ 
cided to take a quick departure. 
“We secured all the horses and mules 
we could and started on our journey. 
We roached the Mongolian desert on 
June 23, encountering numerous scat­ 
tered parties of Boxers, but we man­ 
aged to fight them off. It was July 30 
that we finished the trip across the 
desert. 
During the journey six of 
the party died and we lost many of 
the horses and mules. We had scarcely 
any water or food. The distance we 
traveled was 710 miles. 
When we 
reached the Russian border we were 
well taken care of aud furnished food 
and other necessaries.”

New York, Oct. 9.—Five of the Am­ 
erican m issionaries who were in China 
during the Boxer outbreak returned 
to this city on the steam ship City of 
Rome. 
They escaped lo the Russian 
frontier and made their hom eward 
journey via Europe. 
They are Rev. 
J. II. Roberts, Rev. Mr. and Mrs. W. 
P. Sprague, Rev. and Mrs. Mary Will­ 
iams and Mrs. Dr. Virginia C.Murdock, 
all members of the American mission­ 
ary alliance. 
Speaking of their expe­ 
riences the Rev. Mr. Roberts said; 
“I was at Peking when the first 
outbreak occurred. 
I hurried to Kur­ 
gan, where the other m issionaries and 
a num ber of foreigners were stationed. 
We soon learned th at the Boxers were 
moving on th at locality and we de­ 
cided to take a quick departure. 
“We secured all the horses and mules 
we could and started on our journey. 
We reached the Mongolian desert on 
June 23, encountering numerous scat­ 
tered parties of Boxers, but we m an­ 
aged to tight them off. 
It was July 30 
th at we finished the trip across the 
desert. 
D uring the journey six of 
the party died and we lost m any of 
the horses and mules. We had scarcely 
any w ater or food. 
The distance we 
traveled was 710 miles. 
W hen we 
reached the Russian border we were 
well taken care of and furnished food 
and other necessaries.”

Pretty theories, far-away fancies as 
to forms of government, are very nice

to 
when spoken by some 
glib-tongued 
enthusiast; 
but 
every 
hearer has to look out for himself in 
the great struggle for existence. 
If,

for hard times, it behooves every citi 
zen to think well of that fact. 
Any 
political party that is liable to injury 
from warning the people of the inevit­ 
able outcome of its dearest policies, de­ 
serves all the harm that can come to 
it from this source. 
Why, then, do we say that a vote for 
Bryan is a vote for hard times? First 
of all, it is a vote for free silver. The 
only issue that Mr. Bryan insisted up­ 
on as part of his Kansas City platform 
was that of silver at 16 to I. 
All of 
the experience of the past four years 
has been lost and throwrn away upon 
him; and the man that has refused to 
learn in the face of the facts that have 
accumulated in every state and upon 
every hand, duriitg every month and 
day since his defeat four years ago, is 
too dangerous to trust with the vast 
power of the presidency of the United 
States. This is the “immediate” issue, 
as President McKinley well points out 
from the very words of the Democratic 
platform of 1S96, and again twice re­ 
affirmed in the platform of 1900. 
Today two-thirds of the entire bond­ 
ed indebtedness of the United States 
stands in such shape that a president 
ana a secretary of the treasury so dis­ 
posed, can compel the owners of the 
bonds to take silver instead of gold in 
•^.payment of interest and principal. In 
the same way, it is within the power 
of the secretary of the treasury, if he 
chooses (and Bryan can have no other 
kind, and be true to his silver posi­ 
tion), to force silver upon the nation’s 
unwilling creditors for every dollar of 
its current expenses. 
Whether that 
be 
right or wrong, 
theoretically, as a matter of business 
any attempt at it will, as sure as sun­ 
rise, start a smash 
and a crash 
in 
money that will be felt to the utter­ 
most edge of every form of business 
♦ and employment. 
No laborer by the 
day on the lowest wages could escape 
the consequences of such a crash. The 
threat of it eight years ago, when the 
Jtemocrats won, was felt in every cir­ 


cle or industry ana trade, 
woo es­ 
caped in those dark 
days after the 
Democracy persuaded the people to try 
a change? 
Does any one wish to run 
that risk once more? 
All this can be done under the laws 
as they stand, precipitating a panic as 
as Bryan, if elected, begins his term 
of service. But people with that dan­ 
ger ahead of them would not wait un­ 
til the day of trouble came, for "every 
one for hiifiself and the devil take the 
hindmost,” would prompt all people, 
irrespective of party, to seek their own 
safety, regardless of anybody else.

was stated that instinct implanted in 
every human heart that started the

The least as well as the greatest will 
take part in this, and it will move far 
more rapidly than the corresponding 
event did e;ght years ago. because the 
lesson of that terrible time will touch 
men’s memories and 
quicken 
their 
steps to preserve their own savings and 
protect their own interests. The Bryan 
man will be as bad off as others in 
that day. 
Why 
should he not be 
warned now, and look out for himself 
now, and take no chances now? Labor 
lacked employment 
in 
those days; 
merchants were without customers, be­ 
cause those they once had were with­ 
out work and wages; and farmers felt 
the effect in everything they produced 
for the market, because tee wage-earn- 
er and store-keepers, who were their 
purchasers, were crippled in resources 
or even in too many 
cases 
without 
anything to buy 
with. 
The 
same 
causes produce the same effects, ex­ 
cept that the country will be as muck 
Worse off, as its prosperity is greater 
and now world-wide. 
This will come 
close to every home. 
The question 
then comes personally to every citizen: 
“Will you vote on Tuesday, November 
6, for McKinley and the continuance 
of the conditions that have produced 
the present prosperity, or for Bryan 
and the agitation aud disturbance that 
will destroy these conditions, precipi­ 
tate a panic and bring back the hard 
times that the Demociatic free trade 
victory brought in 1892, but now ag­ 
gravated by free silver?

trust 
signified an arrangement by which a 
number of previously competing con­ 
cerns were brought under the common 
control of certain managing trustees. 
The different firms or corporations re­ 
tained their separate 
property 
and 
their separate existence, but the trus­ 
tees managed the plants. 
The object 
of these combinations was to control 
the trade, the output and the prices. 
These 
combinations 
being 
nothing 
more or less than conspiracies, were 
quickly gotten rid of. 
Companies were then formed which 
acquired the title to the property of 
these competing plants, so 
that in­ 
stead of these being separate and in­ 
dividual plants under one management, 


GAUGE OF PROSPERITY. 
“A marvelous increase in the money 
order business’’ is noted in the official 
report for the year just ended, accord­ 
ing to a dispatch in the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. The entire transactions for 
the year amount to the stupendous to­ 
tal of $504,790,313, an increase of $62,-

Eighth District, 
the new plan took in all of the plants, 
and made them the actual property of 
one great concern. But these are not 
trusts within the meaning of the law. 
A trust, as defined by law, is where 
two or more persons, firms or corpora­ 
tions combine their capital, skill or 
labor to create or carry out restric­ 
tions in trade or commerce; to limit 
the production, or increase or reduce 
the price of any commodity; to prevent 
competition. It is easy to be seen that 
these great organizations, which have 
bought up all these competing plants 
and own them outright, are not within 
the definition of the law. That is what 
Senator Hanna meant when he said in 
Chicago a few days ago that there are 
no trusts. 
They are monopolies, but 
they are called trusts by a sort of com­ 
mon consent. 
The Republican, Democratic, Popu 
list and Silver parties have all 
de­ 
clared against monopolies or 
trusts; 
so that, so far as the declaration cf 
principles 13 concerned, all these par­ 
ties 
stand 
committed 
against 
the 
trusts. The Democratic party, however, 
charges the Republican party with in­ 
sincerity in its platform. 
Let us see 
which Is the insincere party. 
In 1888 the national Republican con­ 
vention 
in 
its 
platform 
declared 
against trusts. At that time no other 
party has ever condemned the trusts, 
so that the Republican party was the 
first to condemn these combinations. 
In 1890 the Republican party enacted 
the Sherman anti-trust law. The Dem­ 
ocratic party, for the first 
time in 
1892, declared against trusts in their 
national platform, but that wa3 just 
four years after the Republican party 
has taken the initiative, and two years 
after the Republican party had passed 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 
By the 
election of 1892 the Democratic party 
came into power and was in 
power 
four years; and yet, during that four 
years, the 
Democratic party never 
passed a single law to regulate or de­ 
stroy the trusts. 
And when in June, 
1900, the 
Republicans 
introduced a 
joint resolution in congress looking to 
a change in the constitution, so that 
trusts might be controlled, the Demo­ 


crats defeated it. 
Yet, in the face of 
all that, it pledges itself to an unceas­ 
ing warfare against 
trusts, and de­ 
mands more stringent legislation. 
Which is the sincere party, the par­ 
ty that was first to denounce trusts, 
and followed it with legislation, first 
in congress and then in our state leg­ 
islation, or the party that begins to 
denounce trusts four years after the 
Republican party had declared against 
them, and then when in power for four 
long years does not enact a single law 
against them, and then defeats legisla­ 
tion against trusts? There is a wrong 
to right. Both parties declare against 
the wrong. 
Which, my Democratic 
friend, is the more likely to right the 
wrong—the party that has given us all 
the legislation we have, or the party 
that when in power did nothing for 
four long years, and then defeats legis­ 
lation when it is attempted? 
But the Democratic party claims that 
the trusts are the result of a protective 
tariff law. and that the tariff is the 
mother of trusts. 
If that be so, then 
what Is the tariff on Ice? What is the 
tariff on oil? 
What Is the tariff in 
England which created and maintains 
today the greatest trusts in the world? 
The fact is, the trusts flourished In 
England before they were ever organ­ 
ized in -.his country. England was un­ 
derselling us because of these gigantic 
combinations 
of 
capital, skill 
and 
labor, and we were compelled to or­ 
ganize these great corporations in self- 
defense or go out cf business. In so far 
as these combinations furnish us their 
products at greatly reduced prices they 
are all right; but when they under­ 
take to limit production and arbitrar­ 
ily advance prices they are all wrong, 
and should be restrained by law. This 
file Republican party stands pledged 
to do.

section deals entirely with sparring 
exhibitions, but the second section is 
as follows: 
“It shall be unlawful for any owner 
or lessee of any grounds, lots, build­ 
ings, hall, opera house, or other struc­ 
ture to permit any performance or ex­ 
hibition of any indecent, vulgar, lewd 
or immodest act either by word, ges­ 
ture or otherwise, within the incorpo­ 
rate limits of the city of East Liver­ 
pool, and the owner or lessee of any 
grounds, Tots, buildings, hall, 
opera 
house, or other structure, permitting 
any performance or exhibition of any 
Immodest, vulgar, lewd or 
indecent 
act, either by word, gesture, or other­ 
wise. 
Upon convictions of any viola­

While the Longs and Valandighams 
were shouting imperialism and mili­ 
tarism at Lincoln during the war, Carl 
Schurz was not far behind in backbit­ 
ing criticism. 
He was cock-sure Lin­ 
coln was wrong, and the Schurz way 
the only right one. 
Intolerant him­ 
self he could 111 appreciate the 
mo­ 
tives of the 
tolerant Lincoln, but he 
was never more neatly boxed up than 
bound train, j when. after complaining to Lincoln of 
the appointm ent of Democrats to im­ 
portant posts in the arm y he received 
from him the following reply: 
November 24, 1862. 
General Carl Schurz. 
My Dear Sir—I have ju st received 
and read your letter of the 20th. 
The 
purport of it is that we lost the late 
elections and the adm inistration 
is 
failing because the war is unsuccess 
ful, and th at I m ust not flatter myself 
that I am not justly to blame for it 
I certainly know that if the war fails 
the adm inistration fails, and that 
will be blamed for it, w hether I de­ 
serve it or not. 
And I ought to 
be 
blamed if I could do better. You think 
I could do better; therefore you blame 
me already. 
I think I could not do 
better; therefore I blame 
you 
for 
blaming me. 
I understand you now to 
be willing to accept the help of men 
not Republicans, provided they have 
"heart in it." Agreed. 
I want no oth­ 
ers. 
But who is to be the judge 
of 
hearts, or of “heart in it?” 
If I must 
discard my own judgm ent and take 
yours, I m ust also take th at of others; 
and by the time I should reject all I 
should be advised to reject I should 
have none left, Republicans or others 
—not even yourself. 
For be assured, 
my dear sir, there are men who have 
"heart in it" that think you are per­ 
forming your part poorly as you think 
I am performing mine. 
I certainly 
have been dissatisfied with the slow­ 
ness of Buell and McClellan; but be­ 
fore I relieved them I had great fears 
I should not find successors to 
them 
who would be better; and I am sorry 
to add th at I have seen little since to 
relieve those fears.

stroyed. T he w ork of years wiped out, 
as it were; the C hristians terrified, 
scattered, robbed of their all, an d m any 
of them m assacred, and all M anchuria, 
Oil!Ii Li and Shan T u n g already sw ept 
clean of all missionaries, and the first 
tw o of all large mission stations, while 
the whole interior of China is being 
cleared of foreigners of every descrip­ 
tion. 
The sufferings of those trav el­ 
ing from the far inland stations have 
been simply terrible, the China inland 
mission being the w orst sufferers. One 
party of 19 from Shan Si, w here Yu 
listen, under whom all this Boxer up­ 
rising started in Shan Tung, is gov­ 
ernor. had 50 days of horror getting 
from Ping Yan in Shan Si to Hail Yo.”

New York, Oct. 9.—F ir e of the A m ­ 
erican missionaries who w ere in China 
during the Boxer outbreak returned 
to this city on the steam ship City of 
Rome. 
They escaped to the Russian 
frontier and m ade their hom ew ard 
journey via Europe. 
They are Rev. 
J. H. Roberts, Rev. Mr. and Mrs. W. 
P. Sprague, Rev. and Mrs. M ary Will­ 
iam s aud Mrs. Dr. Virginia C.Murdock, 
all m em bers of the A m erican mission 
ary alliance. 
Speaking of their expe­ 
riences the Rev. Mr. Roberta said; 
“ I w as a t Peking when th e first 
outbreak occurred. 
I hurried to K i ­ 
gali, w here the other m issionaries and 
a nu m b er of foreigners w ere stationed. 
We soon learned th a t the Boxers were 
m oving on th a t locality and w e de­ 
cided to tak e a quick departure. 
“ We secured all the horses aud mules 
we could and started on our Journey. 
W e reached the Mongolian d esert on 
Ju n e 2,‘I, encountering num erous scat­ 
tered parties of Boxers, but we m an ­ 
aged to fight them off. 
It was Ju ly 30 
th at we finished the trip across the 
desert. 
D uring the Journey six of 
the p arty died and we lost m any of 
the horses and mules. W e had scarcity 
an y w ater or food. 
T he distance we 
traveled w as 710 miles. 
W hen we 
reached the Russian border we wen* 
well taken care of aud furnished food 
aud other necessaries.”

Its tru th may 
be unpalatable to those who are Dem­ 


ocrats under all circumstances; but it 
is a truth that comes so close to every 
home that any man, or woman either, 
who cares for the welfare of the fam­ 


ily, will take it into account in this 


great cam paign. 
Personally, it makes small difference 
to any individual whether the pre&i 
dent is named Bryan or McKinley, and 
it makes still less difference what may 
be done with the Filipino people, half 
way around the globe; but when the 
question 
comes home to one’s own 
household, when it means shelter or 
its absence, clothing or its lack, per­ 
haps food or starvation, then we have 
the highest authority for it that he is 
“worse than an infidel who shall neg­ 
lect his own household.” 
When distress 
and 
disaster come 
upon a family, when the shop shuts 
down, and the railroad

off its 
hands, or tao store cuts down force 
and the clerks are thrown out, when 
the town customers of the farm be­ 
come competitors instead of consumers, 
what care then have those w ho suffer 
from such conditions, for the name of 
/ politics or parties, or the personality 
^©f the men in power? 
Pretty theories, far-away fancies as 
to forms of government, are very nice 
to listen 
to 
when spoken by some 
glib-tougued 
enthusiast; 
but 
every 
hearer has to look out for himself in 
the great struggle for existence. 
If, 
therefore, a vote for Bryan is a vote 
for hard times, it behooves every citi­ 
zen to think well of that fact. 
Any 
political party th at is liable to injury 
from warning the people of the inevit­ 
able outcome of its dearest policies, de­ 
serves all the harm that can come to 
it from this source. 
Why, then, do we say that a vote for 
Bryan is a vote for hard times? First 
of all, it is a vote for free silver.

also in percentage that has ever oc­ 
curred In the history of

Absolutely no other gauge of 
the condition and prosperity of the 
country In general so completely cov­ 
ers every particle of American terri­ 
tory.

There is no subject 
today 
about 
the people know so little, and 
yet 
about which they are so nearly agreed, 
as on what is 
usually

“trusts.” They are all agreed th at the 
trusts must be regulated, controlled, 
and 
in 
some instances actually de­ 
stroyed. 
Originally the 
term 
trust 
signified an arrangem ent by which a 
number of previously competing con­ 
cerns were brought under the common 
control of certain managing trustees. 
The different firms or corporations re­ 
tained their 
separate 
property 
and 
their separate existence, but the trus­ 
tees managed the plants. 
The object 
of these combinations was to control 
the trade, the output and the prices. 
These 
combinations 
being 
nothing 
more or less than conspiracies, were 
quickly gotten rid of. 
Companies wrere then formed which 
acquiied the title to the property of 
these competing plants, so 
that in­ 
stead of these being separate and in­ 
dividual plants under one management.

■"publican Candidate, Eight)i District, 
the new plan took in all of the plants, 
and made them the actual property of 
one great concern. 
But these are not 
trusts within the meaning of the law. 
A trust, as defined by law, is where 
two or more persons, firms or corpora­ 
tions combine their capital, skill or 
labor to create or carry out restric­ 
tions in trade or commerce; to limit 
the production, or increase or reduce 
the price of any commodity; to prevent 
competition. It is easy to be seen that 
these great organizations, which have 
bought up all these competing plants 
and own them outright, are not with n 
the definition of the law. That Is what 
Senator Hanna meant when he said in 
Chicago a few days ago that there are 
no trusts. 
They are monopolies, but 
they are called trusts by a sort of com­ 
mon consent. 
The Republican, Democratic, Popu­ 
list and Silver parties have all 
de­ 
clared against monopolies or 
trusts; 
so that, so far as the declaration cf 
principles is concerned, all these par­ 
ties 
stand 
committed 
against 
the 
trusts. The Democratic party, however, 
charges the Republican party with In­ 
sincerity in its platform. 
Let us see 
which is the insincere party. 
In 1888 the national Republican con­ 
vention 
in 
its 
platform 
declared 
against trusts. 
At that time no other 
party has ever condemned the trusts, 
so that the Republican party was the 
first to condemn these combinations. 
In 1890 the Republican party ena ted 
the Sherman anti-trust law. The Dem­ 
ocratic party, for the first 
time in 
1892, declared against trusts In their 
national platform, but that was Just 
four years after the Republican party 
has taken the initiative, and two years 
after the Republican party had passed 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 
By the 
election of 1892 the Democratic party 
came into power and was in 
power 
four years; and yet. during that four 
years, 
the 
Democratic 
party 
never 
passed a single law to regulate or de­ 
stroy the trusts. 
And when in June, 
1900, the 
Republicans 
introduced a 
Joint resolution in congress looking to 
a change in the constitution, ho that 
trusts might be controlled, the Demo­ 


crats defeated it. 
Yet, in the face of 
all that, it pledges itself to an unceas­ 
ing warfare against 
trusts, and de­ 
mands more stringent legislation. 
Which is the sincere party, the par­ 
ty that was first to denounce trusts, 
and followed it with legislation, first 
in congress and then in our state leg­ 
islation, or the party th at begins to 
denounce trusts four years after the 
Republican party had declared against 
them, and then when in power for four 
long years does not enact a single law 
against them, and then defeats legisla­ 
tion against trusts? There is a wrong 
to right. 
Both parties declare against 
the wrong. 
Which, my Democratic 
friend, is the more likely to right the 
wrong—the party that has given us all 
the legislation we have, or the party 
that when in power did nothing for 
four long years, and then defeats legis­ 
lation when it is attempted? 
But the Democratic party claims that 
the trusts are the result of a protective 
tariff law. and that the tariff is the 
mother of trusts, 
lf that be so, then 
what is the tariff on ice? W hat is the 
tariff on oil? 
W hat is the tariff in 
England which created and maintains 
today the greatest trusts in the world? 
The fact is, the trusts flourished in 
England before they were ever organ­ 
ized in .his country. England was un­ 
derselling us because of these gigantic 
combinations 
of 
capital, skill 
and 
labor, and we were compelled to or­ 
ganize these great corporations In se.f- 
defense or go out of business. In so far 
as these combinations furnish us their 
products at greatly reduced prices they 
are all right; but when they under­ 
take to limit production and arbitrar­ 
ily advance prices they are all wrong, 
and should be restrained by law. This 
the Republican party stands pledged 
to do.
